sive battle and appealed to .them to 
stick it out.'

The men 
contended that they ^'erc draft men, 
conscripted for the war with Ger- 
many, which was finished now; that 
Americans were not at war with the 
Bols*( vM .md that the entire Bol- 
aheriki question was a subject of 
much political debate and indecision 
in the United States and that so far 
as they v.'ere concerned, they v. ere m- 
able to see whey tliey bhould be fight- 
ing, if there waj; no w-nr.
